the rest of the world, particularly Europe and 
the United States. 
But Middle Easterners cannot use this value 
themselves. They need food more than petrole­ 
um. Their geography is important only if it is 
o f benefit to others; they cannot exploit it 
themselves. 
In the past, the ex ploitation was carried on 
chiefly by Britain and France. 
Lately , 
the 
United States has become a dominant exploit­ 
ing power, but with a difference in attitude 
dramatized by its leadership in U.N. opposition 
to Franco-British invasion of Egy pt to punish 
a political leader and capture the Suez Canal. 
Americans swo re o ff g unbo at 
diplo ma 
3 0 
y ears ag o after using it to ex cess in Central 
America. 
The United States is willing to deal with 
Middle Eastern governments as sovereign pow­ 
ers. It is willing to give Arabs as much credit 
fo r their good intentions and censure for their 
bad o nes as it gives to Jews. It is willing to 
believ e an Arabian can differ with Downing 
Street without being 
a puppet of the Kremlin. 
And it is unwilling 
to believe the discredited 
stro ng -arm policy of moribund European im­ 
perialists has any merit in the mid-20th cen­ 
tury . It is ready to extend its “good-neighbor” 
po licy to the Eastern Mediterranean and on­ 
ward to Asia. 
These are the terms o n which understanding 
in the Midde East could be arrived at during 
the nex t few decades. Both the Soviet Union 
and the political leaders of the Arab world 
ho ld v eto power. It takes more than one good 
neig hbo r to make a good neighborhood.

Ab le Bu t Un willin g 
Two ex perts had their heads together when 
Dwig ht Eisenho wer and Bill O’Neill swapped 
ideas abo ut g o v ernment personnel. 
The President and Ohio’s governor-elect agreed 
that the trick was to get more y oung men in­ 
terested in g o v ernment. Actually , the trick is 
to g et mo re qualified men interested — parti­ 
cularly y o ung o nes. 
That is where Dwight Eisenhower and 
Bill 
O’Neil shine as ex perts. 
The President, a qualified man, never showed 
the slightest interest in politics until he was 
past 60. Gov.-elect O’Neil, on the other hand, 
nev er showed interest in any thing else. When 
he turns a tender 41 next Feb. 16 he will have 
been in politics upward 
o f a quarter o f a cen­ 
tury , in the sense that politics has been his 
o nly interest. 
Ho w do qualified men, particularly y oung 
ones, become interested in government, to the 
ex tent o f wanting to stand up in front of the 
cro wd and take the beating that goes with the 
o cco sio nal cheers? 
Why are so many able men unwilling to serve 
the public? 
Who should know better what the secret is 
than Dwight Eisenhower and Bill O’Neil? What 
caused tiiem to become interested? 


Asse rtin g Th e mse lve s 
When United Steelworkers jumped dues from 
$2 to $5 and raised top salaries another $10,000, 
a y ear, rank-and-file opposition began to assert 
itself. 
Even James Caesar Petrillo, the music dic­ 
tato r, now is getting his lumps. The Los Angeles 
lo cal of the American Federation of Musicians, 
o ne of 
the key units, recently turned down 
Petrillo ’s state for a slate put up by an op­ 
posing group. Late in November, members of 
Internatio nal Ty pographical Union turned down 
by referendum an increase of 50 cents in month­ 
ly per capita dues of $1 paid to international 
headquarters and rejected a rise in the special 
assessment for the union defense fund.

“However, 
we must face the harsh facts that 
this sacred day has been secu­ 
larized, merchandised and huma­ 
nized to the point where in some 
instances the birthday of the Holy 
Infant is overlooked,” 


PARADOXICALLY, all the pro ­ 
motional tools used in commerce 
—newspaper advertising and pub­ 
licity , billboards, car cards, win­ 
dow display s, auto bumper stick­ 
ers, throwaway s, Christmas tree 
tags, radio and television — are 
being employ ed to spark Amer­ 
ica’s spiritual reawakening. 
Day ton’s city wide Keep-Christ- 
in - Christmas campaign appears 
ty pical of the cooperative spirit 
prevailing in many communities. 
Nativity scenes have been erect­ 
ed in three sections of the city ,

Po litical F acto rs 
Those who are still try ing te puz­ 
zle out the currents and cross-cur­ 
rents of the 1956 presidential elec­ 
tion will get no rest in the cam­ 
paigns ahead. 
Population chang­ 
es promise new line-ups that may 
again alter the national outlook 
substantially . 
For ex ample, under the law, the 
19C0 census figures must be trans­ 
lated into more seats in Congress 
for some states, fewer for others. 
Present indications are that Cal­ 
ifornia. growing apace as usual, 
may be so bulging with

the maintenance of effective arm ­ 
ament to keep the peace. 
While Mr. Dulles was attending 
the meetings in Paris of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Council, various 
reports were current in Washing­ 
ton and elsewhere giving the im­ 
pression that some sort of “deal” 
was being cooked up by Ameri­ 
ca with Moscow. 
In fact, trom London came dis­ 
patches say ing British members 
of Parliament and other “spokes­ 
men” were worried about these 
reported plans for “disarmament” 
which, it was being said, were 
about to be convey ed to the So­ 
viet government. 


MR. DULLES cannot carry on 
conferences abroad and explain 
to the press at the same time ev- 
| ery detail of his discussions. But 
when he gets back here, he usual­ 
ly calls a press- conference and 
talks frankly and in detail. 
The press conference he held 
this week was a model of clarity 
and comprehensiveness. Not since 
the day s when Charles Evans 
Hughes was secretary of state and 
day in and day out gave the press 
a clear-cut summary of what he 
was doing in foreign negotiations, 


uresentation as Mr. Dulles gave 
the newsmen on Tuesday . 
The secretary of state is able 
to deal so effectively with these 
complicated subjects primarily be­ 
cause he knows them thoroughly . 
He has had a larger ex perience 
with the various fine points of in­ 
ternational relations than any oth­ 
er man in public life today . 
Mr. Dulles, in his latest analy sis, 
has upset a number of fancy theo­ 
ries as to what American policy 
is supposed to have been or ought 
to be. 


HE HAS NOCKED in the head 
the idea that the United States 
is ready to negotiate for the with­ 


er defense against attack with few­ 
er troops than before. 
Mr. Dulles has succinctly ex ­ 
plained the situation —' the West­ 
ern Allies ex pect to take another 
look at the problem of how and 
where their armies shall be de­ 
ploy ed and how big they shall be 
only when it is absolutely clear 
that the satellites have r e a l l y 
gained their independence from 
Moscow. 


MR. DULLES say s that when 
Germany is reunified, when the 
satellites are truly free, when it 
is certain that Western Europe’s 
own defenses are strengthened, 
there may be time to consider 
drawal of Allied troops from West 
j whether some changes in the num- 
Germany and Europe generally 
if the Soviets would agree to with­ 
draw their troops from the satel­ 
lite states. 
The basic fact to be borne in 
mind is that there is a closely knit 
alliance, known as the North At­ 
lantic 
Treaty 
Organization 
and 
that practical, alert - minded, vig­ 
ilant military men are back of it. 
They are not naive persons who 
accept disarmament the moment 
somebody in Moscow applauds the 
idea and writes a note about it. 
What sometimes confuses the 
picture is the talk about reducing 
troops in certain areas due to 
budget problems. 
Undoubtedly some ground forces 
are being- reduced by the Allies 
but not because of any new trust 
in Moscow’s intentions. It is rath­ 
er because the new guided mis­ 
siles and atomic weapons make it

This may or may not be a long 
time ahead. But it’s only another 
way of say ing that, when the peo­ 
ples of the satellite countries have 
gained their liberty , the people 
of the Soviet Union will be free, 
too.

If by deliberate 
intent some 
state should enact legislation to 
disfranchise a million voters a hue 
and cry about try anny and oppres­ 
sion would arise. 
But the voting laws and regula­ 
tions over the country , together 
with the incompetence of election 
officials, bar many millions from 
the polls even in a presidential 
election like the last one. 
The American Heritage Founda­ 
tion which in 1952 and again in 
1956 did heroic service in urging 
Americans to vote estimates that 
in the November election 6 million 
were barred from voting because 
of moving across county or state 
lines, and another 2,600.000 were 
traveling on election day without 
having cast absentee ballots. 


THERE WERE other hundreds 
of thousands who were barred be­ 
cause of difficulties of registration. ( 
And countless others were unable 
to vote because of incompetent 
election officials. 
A man and his wife of my ac­ 
quaintance who have alway s been 
keenly interested in politics tell of 
their own ex perience. Both of them 
registered and voted from their 
residences in New York. But no 
less than eight of their,immediate 
lelatives were unable to cast votes 
for reasons which 
were only in 
part their own negligence. 
I have a letter from a reader 


(Alabama, Louisiana, Mississippi, 
Pennsy lvania and South Carolina) 
which do not allow absentee vot­ 
ing by civilians. 
New Mexico allows no voting by 
mail at all, even for soldiers. In 
many states members of the Arm­ 
ed Forces vote by absentee ballot 
only with great difficulty . 
Twenty - one states lack laws 
which require employ es to have 
time off to vote. 
Registration difficulties place an 
undue burden on millions of vot­ 
ers. Only 10 states have full perm­ 
anent registration while 34 have 
some partial form of it. New York, 
for ex ample, enacted a law as re­ 
cently as 1954 which permits coun­ 
ties to adopt permanent registra­ 
tion if they so desire. 
Only last week New York City 
adopted the sy stem, after tremend­ 
ously vigorous pressure 
by the 
League of Women Voters. 
Some of the arguments against 
permanent registration reveal not 
so much the legitimacy of the case 
against it as the hostility of the 
politicians who run the election 
machinery against any reduction 
of the number of jobs involved in 
annual registration. 
In New York City election in­ 
spectors under the annual sy stem 
have six day s employ ment for reg­ 
istration. 
THOSE SIX DAYS would be re­ 
duced to two under permanent reg­ 
istration. Those four day s mean a
